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Lutheran Merger Affects 


Three Marin Churches 
Three Marin churches, along 
with certain Lutheran Church­ 
es throughout the nation in 
worship services tomorrow' will 
recognize New Year’s Day, 
3961, as the day of official mer­ 
ger of three Lutheran churches 
into one. 
At the Good Shepherd 
Church in Novato. Christ the 
Victor Church in Fairfax, and 
Marin Lutheran Church in 
Corte Madera, congregations 
tomorrow will officially become 
members of The American Lu­ 
theran Church. 
For the past decade the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church, 
the American Lutheran Church 
and the United Evangelical Lu­ 
theran Church have been work­ 
ing to accomplish tomorrow's 
official action, 
DELEGATE PASTORS 
Most of the details of the 
merger were ironed out at a 
constituting convention of the 
three Lutheran bodies last 
April in Minneapolis, Minn. 
The conference was attended 
by delegate pastors Ole Winter 
of Good Shepherd in Novato; 
George 0. Loftness of Marin 
Lutheran in Corte Madera and 
John Rotto of Christ the Victor 
la Fairfax. Layman Oliver Ber* 
ven of Christ the Victor also 
attending the meeting. 
Good Shepherd Lutheran will 
hold a special “watch-nite” 
service at 11:30 p.m. tonight 
to bring in the new year and 
celebrate the birth of a new 
church, said Pastor Winter. 
The merge will bring 3,520,- 
010 members, four seminaries, 
10 colleges, two junior colleges, 
and four academies into one 
church. 
Pastor Winter said that on a 
local congregational level he 
felt the merger would have 
little affect as far as any 
changes were concerned. 
BIBLICAL TRADITION 
“We still hold the traditional 
evangelical creeds and confes­ 
sions as an interpretation of 
the Bible. Each congregation 
still remains the basic unit in 
the synod and is independent 
in handling of congregational 
affairs,” said the pastor. 
Rev. Winter explained that 


on the national and interna­ 
tional level the merger would 
mean a stronger witness for 
evangelical Lutheranism. 
“The only thing that had 
kept these church bodies apart 
were the, language and tradi­ 
tion barriers of the first few 
years of migration. These bar­ 
riers are now largely gone and 
we could see no reason for not 
joining to make a more effec­ 
tive witness to the Lord of the 
Church.” said Rev. Winter. 
CHURCH BACKGROUND 
The Evangelical Lutheran 
Church began as the Norweg­ 
ian Synod in 1853; (the) Amer­ 
ican Lutheran Church with 
members from Germany began 
as the Ohio Synod in 1818; and 
the United Evangelical Luther- 
and Church Is related to Den­ 
mark began as the Blair 
Church in 1884. 
Many members hope that by 
1962 all Lutheran churches will 
be members of one of three 
bodies: The American Luther­ 
an Church, the Lutheran 
Church in America, and the 
Svnodical Conference. Except 
for the ALC, the names of the 
unified bodies are only pro­ 
posals, said Rev. Winter. 
Faith Lutheran Church In 
Mill Valley in the proposed 
1962 merger would become a 
member of th e Lutheran 
Church in America. The Mill 
Valley church is now in the 
United Lutheran Church of 
America w hich w ould merge as 
the LCA. The other four Lu­ 
theran Churches in Marin are 
in the Missouri Synod. 
Grace Evangelical Lutheran 
in Novato; Peace Lutheran in 
Mill Valley; Resurrection Lu­ 
theran in Terra Linda and Trin­ 
ity Lutheran in San Rafael 
would become members of the 
Svnodical Conference if recent 
proposals are accepted.

He and his 
wife, Belinda Peters Beau­ 
mont, never dreamed they 
would be serving where and 
as they are voday when they 
fell in love in Labore, India 
some 24 years ago. The love­ 
ly and charming visitor to 
India from Richmond. Va., 
and the British banker were 
married in labore in 1937. 
During the Singapore inva­ 
sion. Mrs. Beaumont had been 
safely in Australia. Beaumont, 
joined her there and the couple 
came immediately to San Fran­ 
cisco where Beaumont entered 
the U.S. Army.

WASHINGTON — P u b l i c 
school integration in 17 South­ 
ern states and the District of 
Columbia edged upward in 
the fall of I960, but the gains 
were mostly in border states 
rather than the “deep South.'* 
Statistics published t h i s 
month by the non-partisan 
Southern School News showed 
that of 3.097.534 Negro school 
children enrolled in original­ 
ly all-segregated school dis­ 
tricts, 195,625, or 6.3 per cent, 
were attending classes with 
white children when the fall 
term opened in 1960. 
The previous school year 
ended with a total Negro en­ 
rollment of 3.020,727, with 
181,020 or 6 'per cent, in inte­ 
grated classes. 


ACCORDING TO the sur­ 
vey, 191,349, or nearly all, of 
the integrated Negro students 
are concentrated in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia and six bor­ 
der states. The District of Co- „ 
lumbia has the highest rate of 
integration, with all schools 
desegregated and 84.1 per 
cent of the Negro pupils act­ 
ually attending classes with 
white pupils. 
Others are West Virginia, 
with 66 6 per cent of the 
Negro students attending rac­ 
ially mixed classes; Delaware, 
44.7 per cent; Missouri, 41.7 
per cent; Kentucky, 38 9 per 
cent; Oklahoma. 24 per cent; 
and Maryland, '20.9 per cent. 
However, these* states ac­ 
count for only 14 per cent of 
the total Southern Negro en­ 
rollment. 


IN THE REMAINING Sou­ 
thern states, integration re­ 
mains*’non-existent or mainly 
token. 
Texas, with 3,500, or 1.2 per 
cent of its Negro students at­ 
tending desegregated classes, 
leads the group. Alabama, 
Georgia, Mississippi and South 
Carolina, with 36 per cent of 
the Southern Negro enroll­ 
ment, as yet have integrated 
none of their schools. Arkan­ 
sas, Florida, Louisiana, North 
Carolina, Tennessee and Vir­ 
ginia together have 776 Ne­ 
groes 
attending 
integrated 
classes out of a total Negro 
enrollment of 2.663,520. 
Following are some recent 
developments in states affect­ 


ed by the school desegrega­ 
tion question: 


ARKANSAS — Voters Nov. 
8 turned down by a three-to- 
one vote a state constitutional 
a mend me nt, 
support ed 
by 
Gov. Orval E. Faubus (D), 
which would have allowed 
schools to be closed to avoid 
integration. 
DELAWARE — The Third 
Circuit Court of Appeals Aug. 
29 struck down the states 
“grade - a - year” integration 
plan as not meeting the re­ 
quirement of “all deliberate 
speed’* laid down by the Su­ 
preme Court in its historic 
1954 desegregation decision. 
An appeal of the Aug. 29 ac­ 
tion was pending before the 
Supreme 'Court.. 


FLORIDA — The number of 
Negroes 
in 
“desegregated* 
classes dropped from 512 in 
the 1959-60 school year to 27 
this year when the lone white 
student dropped out of the Or­ 
chard Villa School, Miami. 
This left the state with only 
one desegregated school, also 
in Miami. 


GEORGIA—A U.S. District 
Court has ordered Atlanta’s 
schools integrated by May 1, 
1961, but state authorities 
were doubtful the necessary 
administrative actions would 
be completed before Septem­ 
ber. 


MISSISSIPPI—Voters Nov. 
8 
ratified 
a 
constitutional 
amendment making it discre­ 
tionary rather than mandatory 
for the state legislature to 
provide free public schools. 


LOUISIANA—In the first 
desegregation of schools in 
the deep South, four Negro 
girls are attending two New 
Orleans elementary schools in 
the face of mob violence, a 
white boycott and efforts, by 
the state legislature to Mock 
the integration program. The 
Negro 
pupils 
entered - the 
classes Nov. 14 as the first 
step in a “grade-a-year” pro­ 
gram.

TENNESSEE—The Chatta­ 
nooga Board of Education was 
ordered by a U. S. District 
Court to produce a desegrega­ 
tion. plan by Dec. 20. Tennes­ 
see now has 342 of its 19,644 
Negro students attending in­ 
tegrated classes.

On Monday, a legal holiday, they will 
be' swore in, McCarthy for 
four more years, Bagley for 
two. The Senate and the As­ 
sembly will organize for the 
year and then report to the 
governor that they are ready 
to do the business of the 
state.

RIGHT HERE THEY run in­ 
to trouble. Big question is, 
will G ov. Edmund G. Brown 
be on hand to be so notified. 
He must b« in Los Angeles 
that morning to open the Rose 
Festival. We’d bet a wet soda 
cracker he’d rather remain in 
Los Angeles to see the Rose 
Bowl game than to fly back 
to Sacramento to receive the 
committees which will tell 
him the legislature is organ­ 
ized. 
One thing is sure, he won't 
give his opening day address 
to the legislature until Tues­ 
day. After all. the legislators 
would like to watch the game 
on television if they can’t be 
there. And it is expected there 
will be a number of legislative 
seats vacant opening day. es­ 
pecially from the Southern 
California solons. 


THIS 
DILEMMA 
doesn’t 
face many governors. It only 
happens every 22 years; last 
in 1939. next in 1983. The leg­ 
islature, by constitutional law, 
must open on the first Mon- 
day after the first Sunday in 
January in the odd numbered 
years. In the even numbered 
years, only a budget session 
is held, opening in February. 
California law provides the 
different types of sessions be­ 
cause not too many years ago 
California operated on a two- 
year state budget and the leg­ 
islature bad to meet only once 
every two years. 
Now, since 1948. the state 
has operated on a one-year 
budget, forcing the legislature 
to meet annually to pass it. 
However, in a budget session, 
in even numbered years, no 
other matters but budgetary 
matters can be considered. 


THIS 
REGULATION 
has 
been bypassed slightly by 
calling special sessions to run 
concurrently with the budget 
session. This year there were

two such specials at the same 
time as the budget session. In 
special sessions only topics 
put on the special cali by the 
governor can be considered. 
But 
in 
general 
sessions, 
such as now face the solons, 
the sky is the limit; anything 
can be considered. In its sec­ 
ond year, 1957, the lawmakers 
introduced more than 7,000 
measures, although less than 
half of th e* were passed. Last 
year 4,805 measures were in­ 
troduced in the two houses of 
the legislature and Governor 
Brown signed 2.195 of them 
into new law. 


BAGLEY, TAKING over a 
seat occupied for 20 years by 
Richard H. McCollister. now 
a lobbyist, will have to wait 
and see what committee as­ 
signments he draws. He's ask­ 
ed for six and hopes to be 
appointed to three or four of 
them. 
- 
MeCart hy-Republi ca n lead- 
er in the Senate, seems reas­ 
sured of reappointment to the 
powerful, 
five-man 
Senate 
Rules committee, of which he 
is now vice chairman, and to 
most of the same committees 
on which he served last y ear.

Both of them are going to 
be mighty busy boys for the 
next few months. 


ONE THING the people of 
Stinson Beach should watch 
closely is the new five-year 
plan of the State Division of 
Beaches and Parks.

Marin’s Dist. Atty. Roger 
Patrick Garety, 40, is known 
as a 
deliberate and thor­ 
oughly prepared prosecutor 
when he walks into court as 
the 
people’s 
representative 
against crime. 
In the courthouse, men look 
up to him as the champion of 
justice. 
But outside court, he is per­ 
haps just as well known as a 
man devoted to his family 
and church and genuinely in­ 
terested in the welfare of 
neighbors, friends and the 
San Francisco Forty-Niners. 
Here is a typical American 
citizen, devoted to the import­ 
ant job he holds, who just as 
thoroughly enioys mingling 
with the crowd to “oh” and 
“ah” the fortunes of his fa­ 
vorite team or boo the ref­ 
eree. 


IN SHORT, here is a D A. 
who is completely human, 
who feels he is no better and 
no worse than the man next 
door. He carries the people’s 
case to the jury solemnly and 
with dignity. And on a week­ 
end, he is not too proud to 
slip on a sport shirt, munch 
on a hot'dog and yell himself 
hoarse at the stadium. 
For Garety, mingling with 
the crowd is no effort. Born 
south of Market in San Fran­ 
cisco, he played football with 
the kids, rubbed elbow’s with 
.stevedores and postal work- * 
ers, fought in Europe and the 
Philippines with GI buddies, 
and met his girl while work­ 
ing as soda jerk at C a m p 
Curry in Yosemite. 
He can't begin to trace his 
ancestry back to the Mayflow­ 
er, and even if he could, he is 
the type who would not try. 
He is not the big official who 
condescends to ingratiate him­ 
self with the masses. As soon 
as Garety steps out of his 
role a% D A , he is there 
among the masses. No hand­ 
shaking and no backslapping 
is needed for that transition 
from prosecutor to the man- 
next-door. 
Sure, he happens to know 
Gov. Edmund G. (Pat) Brown 
personally. 
But 
this 
came 
quite by accident. Just out of 
law school, Garety was pound­ 
ing the pavements of San 
Francisco looking for a job 
when a friend introduced him 
to a lawyer, a c o m p l e t e 
stranger, who in turn recom­ 
mended him to G o v e r n o r 
Brown, the then district at­ 
torney.. 
Garety has other friends 
too. One of them sends him a 
Christmas card every year— 
from behind the walls of Fol­ 
som Prison where Garety sent 
him. He is James Silva, a con­ 
vict from Los Angeles who 
was prosecuted in Marin for 
stabbing a fellow inmate sev­ 
eral years ago. 


GARETY, THEN d e p u t y 
D.A., teamed up with former 
Dist Atty. William G. Weis- 
sich to convict Silva and send 
him to Condemned Row. But 
when the governor commuted 
the death sentence of anoth­ 
er man, Garety and Weissich 
went to Sacramento and con­ 
vinced, the governor that Silva 
was even more entitled to 
clemency. 
Silva now lives behind walls 
without possibility of parole, 


but he still remembers the 
men, who fought hard to con­ 
vict him, then fought just as 
hard to save him from the gas 
chamber. 
Most of Garety*s ancestors 
came from Ireland, and one 
from A u s tr a 1 i a . Both his 
mother and father were na­ 
tive San Franciscans. His fa­ 
ther, Leo J. Garety, passed 
away a year ago, after work­ 
ing for 30 years in the pur­ 
chasing department and com­ 
missary at Lagunda Honda 
Home in San Francisco. 
Roger Garety attended St. 
Ignatius High where he play­ 
ed football and served as stu­ 
dent body president. His first 
football game, by coincidence, 
wras placed against a Marin 
team at San Rafael. 
“The coach put me in at 
center,” he recalls. “The first 
ball I centered sailed over the 
head of the receiver.” 
“The ccacii then decided to 
put me in where I wouldn’t 
have to handle the ball as 
often” he chuckles. There­ 
after, he played g u a r d for 
three years. 
At 
University 
of 
Santa 
Clara. Garety did some box­ 
ing, but he did even better 
academically. He graduated as 
valedictorian of his class in 
1942. 
It wras during his college 
years that he jerked sodas at 
Camp Curry. Working next 
door at the curio shop was a 
University of California coed, 
Bonnie J. Smith of Oakland. 
In August of 1912 he mar­ 
ried Bonnie. 


THEY NOW have three chil­ 
dren: Denise Elizabeth. 12: 
Roger Leo. 10: and Richard 
Patrick, 2Vz. They live at 24 
Ridgewood Drive. San Rafael. 
Shortly after h¡s marriage 
and while waiting for the 
Army to grab him. Garety 
went to work on the docks, 
pushing freight. He joined the 
Army as private in 1942, and 
eame out a captain after serv­ 
ing in Europe and the Philip­ 
pines. 
He won his law degree from 
University of S&n Francisco 
in 1948. Then came his first 
big break when he joined the 
district attorney’s staff under 
Pat Brown in San Francisco, 
followed by private practice. 
The Marin D.A. in 1951 was 
Richard M. Sims, now judge 
of Marin Superior Court. Sims 
had been one of Garety's in­ 
structors at USF. Sims asked 
Garety if he wanted a job in 
Marin as a deputy D.A. That 
was in January of 1951. and 
the Garetys have adopted Ma­ 
rin as tl.fir home ever since. 
In 10 years, Garety has pil­ 
ed up a long list of accom­ 
plish me nts, both as lawyer 
and as layman. He is the one 
w ho prosecuted and convicted 
four auto salesmen in 1957 
for fraud and misrepresenta­ 
tion in the county's longest 
trial ever. Never before, and 
never since, has a Marin 
County jury been locked up 
overnight. That jury was lock­ 
ed for two nights during de­ 
liberations. 
In 1956, Garety was elected 
president of the California 
Junior Bar Assn., and this 
year the Marin County Bar 
Assn. named him president 
for 1961. 
In 1959, Garety, a Demo­

crat, was prominently men­ 
tioned as a candidate for 
municipal court judge. But 
he withdrew’ his name from 
contention in favor of suc­ 
ceeding Weissich as district 
attorney. This he did last 
Aug. 1. 


WHY DTD HE give up what 
appeared to be a good chance 
for judgeship? “Having serv­ 
ed in the district attorney’s 
office for such a long time, it 
m’as a challenge to find out if 
I could take over the top job,” 
Garety explains. 
At the moment, Garety has 
no political ambitions. “My 
present aim is to do a good 
job as district attorney, and 
what the future would hold 
otherwise, I wouldn’t attempt 
to predict.” 
Outside the courthouse, his 
other interests are wide and 
varied, and the list too long 
to mention in detail. 
In church circles, he is 
known as a layman leader in 
such activities as the St. Ra­ 
phael’s Fund Drive, Catholic 
Youth Organization, and the 
Serra Club. 
He wras Easter Seal Cam­ 
paign chairman for 1960, has 
been active in the American 
Red Cross and United Cru­ 
sade, and is on the board of 
directors of the Hanna Cen­ 
ter for Boys. 
He belongs to the Marin 
County Peace Officers Assn., 
Kiwanis Club, and is one of 
the enthusiastic group which 
turns out en masse as the 
loudest, if not the best organ­ 


ized, cheering group for the 
Firty-Niners. 
Garetv goes in for water 
skiing, but his wife is the 
snow ski enthusiast of the 
family. 
Their youngest son Richard 
arrived during the heydov of 
49er 
back field star 
Dicky 
Moegle. Before the babv’s ar­ 
rival. close friends wrould kid- 
dinglv ask Bonnie howr Dicky \ 
was doing. 
And when the! 
stork did arrive, the nurse j 
asked Bonnie what she would 
name the boy. 


THERE WAS NO hesitation 
as 
Bonnie 
replied: 
“Why 
Dicky of course.” 
And the 
name stuck. 
A tragedy in the lives of 
the Garetys was the sudden 
loss of their eldest daughter, 
Sheila Katherine. In 1958, at 
the age of 14. Sheila succumb­ 
ed to brain tumor. 
Otherwise, 
life 
in 
their 
adopted county has been a 
pleasant one for the Garetys. 
In almost every jury trial, 
several jurors excuse them­ 
selves because they know Rog­ 
er as a friend, neighbor, or 
through association in civic or 
fraternal groups. 
In the courtroom, Garety is 
always a gentleman, who ar­ 
gues wit hr a warmth of feel­ 
ing. When his temper flares, 
as it sometimes does, you see 
no display of histronics, but 
a man of strong conviction 
boiling in righteous anger. 
When the battle is over, 
win, lose or draw, the defen­ 
dant knows he has felt the 


wrath of an earnest man who 
is out to do justice to both him 
and to society. 
Both he and society respond 
to the warmth of the man. In 
courthourse corridors, streets, 
and from behind the walls of 
Folsom, they wish “Roger” 
and his family a happy new 
year.

You are in for disappoint­ 
m ent if you have fluid from 
a bubble-light on a fabric, 
especially if that fabric con­ 
tains acetate. Occasionally 
these ornam ents will break 
and 
stain 
upholstery, 
a 
dress, a rug or other fabric. 
They c o n t a i n methylene 
chloride which is colored 
with an oil-soluble type of 
dye. It is a very volatile sol­ 
vent 
fo r 
acetate. 
Conse­ 
quently, when this liquid 
contacts any fabric contain­ 
ing acetate, it damages the 
fabric and removes the dye- 
stuff. No matter how much 
of « miracle-man your dry- 


cleaner may he, t h e r e is 
nothing he can do about 
such damage. 
Your best action is pre­ 
vention. 
Be 
careful 
th at 
t h e i e gay lights are not 
broken. If they do break, 
make every effort to contain 
the fluid in a receptacle or 
cloth which you will throw 
away. 
* 
Another stain impossible 
to remove from acetate fab­ 
rics is liquid lipstick. This 
type of lipstick appears like 
finger-nail polish stains and 
is most difficult to remove 
from any fabric and imposs­ 
ible from acetates.

plastic ballons, too. W hen a 
g a i l y - colored balloon of 


plastic bursts, and they do, 
a gummy mass results. Your 


cleaner m ust use oleic acid 
and benzol to remove this 
stain. Ordinary s o l v e n t s 
won't do. Christm as is a gay 
and exciting season, bnt it 
can result in heartbreak 
when the festivities soil a 
prized garment. Take the 
soiled fabric to your profes­ 
sional drycleaner at once. 
Tell him what happened. 
He'll do his best to save It 
for you.

machine, about the size and 
weight of an apartment-sized 
refrigerator, which can be 
brought right into your home 
and which will operate on any 
110 or 120 volt circuit. One 
man can operate it, and it is 
mobile enough to be moved 
from room to room. 
It employs heat and vacuum 
to enclose the dishes or other 
articles in a thermoplastic 
film. 
The tight-fitting and tough 
plastic skin will protect even 
the most delicate items after 
they are then sealed to a cor­ 
rugated backing board and 
placed in the packing box.

Earn As They Learn 


Work Experience Program Part 


Of Education Of Some 50 Pupils 


By ED NEUMEIER 
Just for fun, and because 
cute initial names are back 
in vogue, they call it WEEP. 
But moat of the kids in the 
Tamalpais Union High School 
District Work Experience Ed­ 
ucation Program jump for joy. 
Well, not literally. But they 
like it. 
The happy part about it is 
that employers seem to like 
it too. Not only are they glad 
to get good help and to par­ 
ticipate in a worthwhile pro­ 
gram, but they like their ex­ 
perience as teache'rs. For un­ 
der the work experience pro­ 
gram, the employers or their 
supervisors are, l i t e r a l l y , 
teachers. 
1 
WORK EXPERIENCE, 
as 
part of a student’s high school 
education is not new. It’s not 
new in the Tam district eith­ 
er, but it has been re-institut­ 
ed. A fter the program was in 
operation for five years under 
Philo W. MeCulley, work ex­ 
perience was dropped during 
an austerity period in the Tam 
district. 
Now, 
under 
coordinator 
Robert J. Maher of San An­ 
selmo, former Drake High 
teacher and counselor, the 
program is again full blown. 
Maher has almost 50 students 
working in a variety of part- 
time jobs. Before long he ex­ 
pects the total to reach 75. 
These students are learning 
and earning in a variety of 
ways. They’re in banks, bak­ 
eries, professional offices, re­ 
tail stores, hospitals, schools, 
governmental offices—they’re 
pumping gas, working on cars 
and other equipment, learning 
trades, exploring vocations; 
most of all, they’re learning 
responsibility, 
work 
habits, 
how to get along with people, 
how to take orders, and other 
real life lessons. 
I 
Students may work as many 
as 28 hours a week and may 
receive as much as an employ­ 
er will pay, but they cannot 
be paid less than the state 
minimum wage. Most of them 
average 20 hours per week on 
the job, Maher says, except 
the teachers in elementary 
classes who work 7% hours 
plus time for class prepara­ 
tion. 
These, incidentally are an 
interesting facet of the many 
sided program. At present 
there are six of them assist­ 
ing the Isabel Cook School in 
San Anselmo. Their work is 
carried on through the Drake 
High future teachers club. 
ALL OF THESE on-the-job 
students are on the job only 


partially. They must still take 
all school requirements. For 
their supervised work experi­ 
ence, they receive up to 10 
semester credits per semes­ 
ter, five for each hour of work 
per day. They can earn a max­ 
imum of 40 high school cred­ 
its in their high school career. 
The program is open only to 
juniors and seniors. 
The students, Maher said, 
take their work experience 
time from what would be a 
study 
hall 
or 
an 
elective 
course. 
“In fact,” tie pointed out, 
“work experience is simply 
another elective offered to 
some students.” 
Students who apply for the 
program are screened by guid­ 
ance 
personnel. Their mo­ 
tives, especially, are screened. 
Students with heavy academic 
loads are usually counseled 
out of the program.. 
“Naturally,” Maher 
says, 
“some of these students are 
interested in supplementing 
their incomes. These cases are 
legitimate. But in all cases, 
it’s the general overall educa­ 
tional development of the in­ 
dividual that is foremost in 
selection.” 
It is this screening and this 
selection which especially ap­ 
peals to employers. Mrs. Lyle 
Meyers of the Top Drawer 
clothing store in 
Sausalito 
stressed this aspect. 
“We’ve long hired students 
from Tam High and have been 
extremely pleased,” she said. 
“Now under this program we 
are given further guarantee 
that they’re the right ones. 
We get a good caliber of help. 
“Besides,” she added with a 
twinkle, “I get a kick out of 
helping them with problems 
like personal grooming and 
how to meet people.” 
Another 
enthusiastic em­ 
ployer is August Kientz of the 
Kientz Bakery in San Ansel­ 
mo. “We’ve been hiring high 
school students for 20 years. 
We’re a pioneer in this. Some­ 
times 
we 
keep 
them 
all 
through high school and into 
college. Occasionally one will 
stay in the business. 
“Sure, they’re all good kids 
from Drake, the ones we get. 
And we get to be teachers 
too.” 
AT THE FIRST National 
Bank of San Rafael, cashier 
and secretary Henry F. Luebr­ 
ing expressed similar reac­ 
tions. At the moment he has 
three students under the pro­ 
gram—a messenger boy who 
doubles in brass on the ad-

From Tibet's Monasteries To Marin

Mrs. Doris Solmonson of 
1616 Grand Avenue, San Ra­ 
fael, is a woman who has 
always 
been 
interested 
in 
travel — the kind, she says, 
that calls upon me for fresh 
judgments unrelated to any­ 
thing in my past experience.” 
Because of that she has 
been an admirer of w o r l d 
traveler Lowell Thomas and 
an avid reader and viewer of 
his books and television pro­ 
grams. 
And because of that, she is 
Marin’s leading breeder of 
and enthusiast for what is one 
of the rarest among breeds of

dogs found in this country— 
the Lhasa Apsos from Tibet. 


TO FILL IN the details of 
that chain of interests: 
A few years back Mrs. Sol­ 
monson had no interest w hat­ 
soever in dogs. 
“I was fond of cats and 
birds,” she recalls. “But I had 
n e v e r been interested in 
dogs.” 
Then she read the 'Lowell 
Thomas book, “Out of This 
World.” 
She says of Thomas: “He 
has always represented my 
concept of true manhood with 
his many activities of really 
useful service to his country 
and to mankind.” 
H i s 
appraisal of Tibet, 
where he had been received 
by the little country’s religi­ 
ous leader, the Dalai Lama, 
as a representative of the 
Western 
world, 
f a scinated 
Mrs. Solmonson. 
And among the passages 
which particularly interested 
her w as Thomas’ account of 
how the Dalai Lama had given 
him. as a farewell gift, a pair 
of the charming little Lhasa 
Apso dogs which he brought 
back w ith him to this country. 
Five years ago she 
those dogs in a television pro­ 
gram based on Thomas’ trav­ 
els. And she fell in love with 
them. 
It was then that she deter­ 
mined that she, too, would 
own some of the rare dogs. 
But finding them was another 
matter. 
Then in the magazine, “Dog 


World,” 
she 
finally 
came 
upon the information as «to 
where she could obtain pure 
Lhasa Apsos. She learned that 
there were but three such ken­ 
nels in the entire United 
States, one of them in Cali­ 
fornia. And from Mrs. Al­ 
bert ram McFadden of Palo 
Alto she got her first pair 
of Lhasas, three generations 
out of Tibet. 
SAYS MRS. SOLMONSON 
of the dogs, borrowing from 
the title of the Lowell Thom­ 
as book which first turned her 
interest in their direction: 
“As 
friends, 
companions 
and ambassadors of love and 
dignity, they are truly ‘Out 
of This World .” 
The Lhasas Apsos are one 
of four breeds of dogs native 
to Tibet. There are also the 
Tibetan Terrier, a dog of true 
terrier type raised more or 
less all over the country; the 
Tibetan Spaniel, a toy dog; 
and the fierce and powerful 
Tibetan Mastiff. 
Common characteristics of 
all these dogs are a heavy 
coat of hair, to provide protec. 
tion against the rigors of the 
climate, and the carrying of 
the tail up over the back. 
The huge mastiff is often 
chained by its owner to a post 
outside the front door as a 
guard to prevent intruders 
from entering. And he per­ 
forms that job well. 
Inside the Lhasa Apsos per­ 
forms much the same sentry 
duty. Intelligent, with acute 
hearing and finely developed 


instincts to pick between in­ 
timates and strangers, the dog 
shows the result of long years 
of training in this work. 
In Tibet itself these dogs 
are often called the Abso 
Keng Ku? or “bark sentinel 
lion, dog.” 
The breed can be traced 
back as far as eight centuries 
in Tibet. The name Apsos 
comes from a certain valley 
in that mountainous country. 
And this has led to the belief 
among many that the dogs

hail from that area. But actu­ 
ally, they are natives of Tibet’s 
fabled capital city of Lhasa 
where they were found almost 
exclusively in the monasteries 
and in homes of the mighty 
—so much so that early trav­ 
elers to Tibet seldom saw 
them. The name Apsos is the 
result of the resemblance of 
its long hair to that of the 
coat of a goat which was to 
be found in the Apsos Valley. 
There have been sugges­ 
tions that the dogs have a 
place in the religion of Tibet 
The experts say, however, that 
evidence to support this belief 
appears to be lacking. 
There, is however, ample 
evidence of the high esteem 
the Tibetans have long held 
for the dogs. 


T H E LHASA APSO was 
known in England for many 
years before it was introduced 
into this country. An English 
explorer in 1904 sent home 
to England from Tibet a Lhasa 
Apso to a Mrs. Frank Wormal. 
She showed her dog at the 
Crystal Palace in 1909 and it 
won first prize in the foreign 
dog class. 
Shortly thereafter the Ken­ 
nel Club of England honored 
the Lhasa Apso with challenge 
certificates. 
Lhasa Apsos first came to 
the United States in 1931 
when diaries Sydam Cutting, 
who had visited Tibet, brought 
back with him what was the 
original stock for the breed 
in this country. He continued

a friendship with the Dalai 
Lama by correspondence, and 
by additional trips to Tibet, 
and as a result additional 
breeding stock was sent to 
him from time to time at his 
Hamilton Farm in New Jer­ 
sey. 
The Lhasa Apso is a con­ 
troversial dog in this country. 
Purists, including Mrs. Sol­ 
monson, insist that the true 
purebred Lhasa Apso in this 
country must trace its lineage 
back to Hamilton Farm stock 
as can her dogs. And they are 
concerned with the practice 
in this country of lumping to­ 
gether with the Lhasa Apso 
another dog, the Shih Tzu 
from China, as a single breed. 
These experts agree that 
very likely the two breeds did 
have 
a 
common 
ancestor 
once. But they insist that they 
are now two distinct and sep­ 
arate breeds, and decry the 
failure 
of 
American 
d o g 
shows to make the distinction 
that is made in England. 
Mrs, Solmonson savs the 
“mixup” all came about this 
way: 


WHEREAS IN England the 
Lhasa Apsos and the Shih 
Tzus were both recognized 
and registered as separate 
breeds, in this country only 
the Lhasa Apsos were recog­ 
nized. And then the first Shih 
Tzus were brought to this 
country. The owners of these 
dogs faced a problem in regis­ 
tering their animals with the 
American Kennel Club, since 
the organization did not at 
the time recognize the Shih 
Tzu breed. The owners solved 
their problem, according to 
Mrs. Solmonson, by represent­ 
ing their dogs as Lhasa Apsos 
and registering them as such 
with the AKC. 
‘T he error made at that 
time has never been correct­ 
ed,” she adds. 
The result is that the same 
dog is sometimes registered 
in 
this 
country as a Lhasa 
Apso and in England as a 
Shih Tzu. 
The situation was further 
complicated when the Shih 
Tzus brought to this country 
were bred with other Shih 
Tzus and with Lhasas, and the 
get registered as Lhasas and 
sold on that basis. 
A cancellation of registra­ 
tions to clear up the matter, 
AKC officials have maintain­ 
ed. would be unfair to the 
people 
who have 
acquired 
these registered dogs in good 
faith. 
The Lhasa Apso and the 
Shih Tzu have similar long 
coats. But the Lhasa Apso is 
narrower of skull and longer 
of nose than the flatter faced 
Shih Tzu. and on the whole 
has a more terrier-like ap­ 
pearance. 
The Lhasa Apso enthusiasts 
are still battling for separate 
designation and judging of the 
two dogs. 
The Chinese, incidentally, 
call the Shih Tzu the “Tibetan 
Lion Dog” and often clipped 
them to look like a lion. They 
were bred in the Imperial 
Palace at Peking along with 
the Pekingese or true Chinese 
Lion Dog. 
Lhasa Apso bitches also dif­ 
fer from the Shih Tzu in that 
they 
have 
smaller 
litters, 
these experts say. Mrs. Sol­ 
monson's Gozel—Tibetan for 


“Loveliest”—has had two lit­ 
ters, the first a single puppy, 
the second three lively young­ 
sters. Two of the new pups 
were sold to proud new out- 
of-county owners. 


CHRISTMAS DAY the third 
puppy left 
the 
Solmonson 
home, purchased by Mr. and 
Mrs. W. H. Barry Jr. of Kent 
Woodlands as a pet for their 
three children, leaving Mrs. 
Solmonson with only Gozel 
and her male dog, Yak-Son, 
for the present. 
Mrs. Solmonson 
estimates 
that there are “less than 10” 
of the “true Lhasa Apsos” in 
all of Marin County. 
They remain one of the 
most difficult dogs to obtain. 
But Mrs. Solmonson is con­ 
vinced that they are well 
worth the effort. 
“They have made of me not 
only an admirer of the breed., 
but also a lover of and work­ 
er for all animals,” she says. 
She is active in the work of 
the Marin County Humane So­ 
ciety, and it is at her Grand 
Avenue home that the society 
will hold its 1961 spring fund- 
raising event — a silent auc­ 
tion. 
Mrs. Solmonson says the 
dogs, are “very clean” and 
quick to show' appreciation 
when petted. 
“To get the most from these 
dogs one must make a lot of 
them, and they will respond 
well,” she says. “To anyone 
they trust, they are most 
obedient. And their beautiful 
dark eyes look so appealing 
as they wait for some show of 
thanks for their efforts.” 
The crude manner by which 
the dogs are bred by the 
Tibetans is probably respon­ 
sible for the fact that colors 
are not fixed. Thus, if a black 
and white dog is bred with 
a honey colored bitch, the re­ 
sult may be a brown or a 
brown and white pup. 
The two o r i g i n a l dogs 
brought to this country by 
Cutting were a 
black and 
white male. Taikoo. and a fe­ 
male “the color of raw silk,” 
Dinkie. Both were beautiful 
specimens of the breed. And 
from them have come off­ 
spring in these colors: black 
and white, grizzle and white, 
honey colored, golden, and 
brown and white. 
Experts say that under the 
influence of more scientific 
western breeding, the colors 
will become more certain. 
THE HOGS, however, have 
not lost their special abilities 
as watch dogs, nor their hardy 
natures. 
Owners. 
Mrs. 
Solmonson 
says, are wise if they continue 
to develop these points of 
special merit in their pets. 
Mrs. Sol mans on's husband, 
Julian K„ an executive who 
recently sold his business in 
San Francisco, is an admirer 
of the Lhasa Apso. But the 
dogs are the property and the 
responsibility of his wife. And. 
she says, it is a most pleasant 
responsibility. 
“They have such personali­ 
ties that they seem almost 
like people,” she explains. 
“They have every attribute 
you would want and expect 
in a good, friend.” 
The Lhasa Apso may not be 
sacred in their native Tibet. 
But" at 1616 Grand Avenue. 
San Rafael, they are regarded 
as something pretty special.

was one of our true giants of 
journalism, a man dedicated 
to principles and to public 
service. 
A descendant of the famed 
abolitionist e d i t o r William 
Lloyd Garrison, be was equal­ 
ly articulate and ju st‘as un­ 
compromising in his espousal 
of latter day causes of liber­ 
alism. Indeed it was a mere 
handful of men. and women of 
Villard’s courageous ilk that 
was responsible for keeping 
dissent alive in this country 
in the 1920s. a period when 
non-conformity 
was 
under 
even stronger assault than it 
is today. 
Villard is best identified in 
the public mind as the editor 
for a number of years of that 
lively and outspoken liberal 
journal, The Nation. 
He was also at one time the 
publisher of the New York 


vate life he threw himself 
wholeheartedly into causes in 
which he believed. 
He 
hated 
war and 
was 
s t r o u g l y 
anti -m, i 1 itarist i c. 
He fought what he regarded 
to be social injustices whether 
they be the oppression of ra­ 
cial and religious minorities, 
or abuses of labor by its 
bosses. He was a vigorous ex­ 
ponent of liberty and inde­ 
pendence 
for 
all 
peoples 
around the world. 
Not even his fellow liberals 
saw eye to eye with Villard on 
all issues. Many, for instance, 
deplored his opposition to the 
League of Nations. But these 
liberals, and most conserva­ 
tives as well, admired his 
courage 
and 
respected 
his 
foresight. 
And. 
though 
a 
member of a hard-pressed po­ 
litical minority, he was never­ 
theless an influential figure of 
his time. 
D. Joy Hume, an assistant 
professor of history and gov­ 
ernment at Wells College, tells 
her story well.

These Helpful Hints Simplify 
Task Of Hanging Wallpaper 


Hanging wallpaper is not 
difficult, and here are a few 
tips to make it even easier. 
1. Be sure to apply a coat 
of primer-sealer to plaster­ 
board walls before papering. 
Or you can use cut' shellac to 
which you add an equal part 
of alcohol. This coating makes 
it possible to remove the pa­ 
per in the future without 
damaging the plasterboard. 
After the primer-sealer or 
shellac a coat of glue size 
should be applied. 
2. 
In papering over wall 
cloth, wash with a solution of 


either strong soap or am­ 
monia and water in order to 
cut the gloss finish. Then ap­ 
ply glue size and allow to dry 
for an hour or two before 
hanging. 
3. In papering over exist­ 
ing wallpaper, be sure that 
the old wallpaper is tight to 
the wall. If it is loose In spots, 
remove the old paper. It is 
also best to remove old wall­ 
paper wdiere the seams have 
been lapped since the old 
seams will show under the 
new wallpaper. 
4. Most w allpapers sold to­ 


day have had the selvage 
trimmed off at the factory. If 
not, the dealer will trim the 
papers, for you at a nominal 
charge, thus eliminating the 
need for a cutting table and 
straightedge. A kitchen table 
or twfo card tables, covered 
with wrapping paper, will 
work well for matching and 
pasting strips. 
5. Do not worry about get­ 
ting paste on the pattern side 
when you buy trimmed wall­ 
paper since it can be washed 
off after hanging. 


Caulking compounds are 
nsed to prevent rain and wind 
from 
entering your home 
through gaps that occur chief­ 
ly where two dissimilar ma­ 
terials meet. 
Typical places were water 
seepage may be prevented by 
caulking are around doors 
and windows, roof joints be­ 
tween masonry blocks wheth­ 
er the building be frame, 
brick, 
or 
masonry7. 
Other 
points where caulking should 
be used are floor-wall junc­ 
tions and wood oolunui-floor 
junctions. 
A properly caulked home 
in winter will conserve heat 
by keeping out cold air thus 
helping to hold the 1 eating 
bill down. Some points to 
check in insulating a home 
properly are gaps between 
rough attic floors and chim­ 
neys; around electric conduits 
passing through floor and 
walls; 
and 
around 
outlet 
boxes. 
Caulking compound is a 
uniform blend of pigments, 
oils and thinners which result 
in a semisolid that remains 
plastic to the touch. They 
should not be thinned. 


PROPER SURFACE prep­ 
aration and application are es­ 
sential to a good caulking job. 
Surfaces should be' clean, dry. 
free of dust, moisture, grease 
and with sufficient space pro­ 
vided so that adequate caulk­ 
ing can be installed. 
Caulking should not be ap­ 
plied when the temeprature 
is below7 40 degrees. Joints 
deeper than five-eighths inch 
should be filled with oakum 
prior 
to 
caulking. 
While 
caulking does not need to be 
painted, paint industry re­ 
search proves that its useful 
life can be extended by a nor­ 
mal 
painting 
maintenance 
program similar to that given 
the exteriors of an average 
building. 
There are three types of 
■ caulking compound depend­ 
ing on use: Gun grade, Knife 
grade. Rope form. Gun grade, 
as its name implies, is design­ 
ed for application by a '“gun,” 
Caulking of the gun type is

ridges or plastic bags which 
fit a caulking gun. 
|n estimating the quantity 
of* compound needed for a 
job, a rough approximation 
would be 10 to 15 linear feet 
per cartridge tone-tenth gal­ 
lon). The. most common col­ 
ors are white, natural, off 
white and grey. 
In applying gun caulk, hold 
the gun at about a 45 degree 
cngle to the surface. Also, 
bold the gun in the same 
plane as the crevice you are 
filling—not at right angles. 
All joints or beads of caulk­ 
ing should be at least three- 
eighths inch deep. A generous 
bead of caulking will last 
longer than a small bead. 


TWO TYPES OF guns are 
available. In one type the cyl­ 
inder is loaded with the bulk 
compound from its container. 
The second type which has 
more appeal to the occasional 
user, accepts a cartridge pack­ 
ed by the manufacturer. You 
just drop the cartridge in the 
gun and squeeze the trigger. 
Soiling and cleaning up are 
avoided. 
Rope caulking, which 'is 
available in several dimen­ 
sions, is best used for tem­ 
porary or permanent protec­ 
tion against drafts, moisture 
and dust around windows, 
screens, louvres and miscel­ 
laneous points in the home; 
also around hatches, wind­ 
shields, cabins and masts on 
a boat. 
Rope caulking is ideal as 
a temporary seal because it 
can be easily removed. No 
tools are needed for its appli­ 
cation. You take the caulk­ 
ing rope and press it firmly 
into the crack with the fin­ 
gers. 
The knife grade is applied 
by a putty knife or spatula. 
It is particularly adaptable to 
medium-sized cracks or crev­ 
ices. 
If you are using caulkiflg 
for small boats, be sure to 
ask for Marine Caulking Com­ 
pound.

BEFORE applying hardboard underlay panels to a floor, 
m ake sure that floor is clean. The panels w ill bridge sm all 
gaps and irregularities in the sub-floor. If there are irreg­ 
ularities over large areas, high spots should be sanded 
and sunken spots should be filled to provide a solid base.

ROSES 
There's No 
Mystery 


To Planting 


Ask six rosarians how to 
prune a rose and you might 
get half a dozen different an­ 
swers. But ask them how to 
plant one and you'll find lit­ 
tle disagreement. 
Rose planting is an all-im­ 
portant step; but there is 
nothing mysterious about it. 
nothing at all. 
The first and foremost thing 
to rem em ber is that roses like 
a sunny spot and a good work­ 
able soil, rich in nutrients 


these are present when the 
rose is planted, it will thrive 
during its life. And where 
they are lacking, no amount 
of future care will ever make 
up for it. 


IT BEHOOVES the garden­ 
er, therefore, to supply these 
ingredients in his proposed 
rose garden. The soil should 
be worked deeply — mixed 
with humus, steer manure 
and/or one of the planting 
mixes you find in a nursery­ 
m an’s showroom Deep culti­ 
vation can't be over-empha­ 
sized. and even a good garden 
soil should be turned deeply 
before planting a rose in it. 
Addition of bone meal will 
supply nutrients. 
This done, you are ready to 
select bareroot stock from the 
local nursery’. H ere your ef­ 
fort should be directed to­ 
ward moving a rose from 
nursery to perm anent plant­ 
ing site without delay. The 
less time it is exposed to the 
air, the happier it will be. 


INSPECT EACH rose shrub 
as you plant It. If one of the 
roots is broken use a sharp 
pair of shears and snip it off 
above the break Next, assum­ 
ing you have already dug 
your planting hole, mound a 
pyramid of loam in the bot­ 
tom and set the rose on top 
of it. The pyram id should be 
tall enough to hold the rose’s 
bud union (that swelling from 
which the canes grow) at least 
an inch above the final soil 
level. 
Holding the bush steady, 
fill in around the roots with 
soil, water and add more soil, 
then firm i t with your heel. 
A basin to hold water should 
be fashioned and filled to set­ 
tle everything and after that 
you sit back, await results. 
You’ll get them. 
But remember — roses are 
heasry feeders end should be 
fed with a good rose fertilizer 
after growth begins in spring 
and 
regularly 
during the 
growing season.

Cramped In Tub 


Camellias, like few flow­ 
ering shrubs, will live happily, 
for years with their roots 
cram ped into a tub. They 
seem, if anything, happier for 
this discomfiture than not. 
Therefore, it is wise for the 
gardener to choose a durable 
container when planting a 
camellia this way. figuring 
that he won’t have to move it 
up to a size larger for a long 
tim e. There are reports of 
100 - year - old camellias still 
thriving in two-foot square 
planter boxes. 


Prune Geraniums 


Geraniums grow like weeds j 
in California, but that doesn't | 
m ean the gardener should 
treat them as such. Leave 
them unpruned year after 
year and they will soon look 
like weeds. Prune them back 
drastically to two or three 
buds above the ground level. 
They will put forth lush new 
growth and look better than 
ever by summer.

Roses that are not planted 
the day they are purchased 
should have their r o o t s 
covered with moist soil. 
Beware of collecting your 
own leaf mold.

Standing in the sun-baked 
patio of K ennedy’s oceanfront 
villa, Weaver, now a m em ber 
of the Housing and Redevelop­ 
ment Board of New York City, 
said he was a firm advocate of 
“open occupancy and non-dis­ 
crim ination” in all types of 
housing.

This was his answer when 
asked w hether he favored a re ­ 
quirem ent that homes should 
be available for sale to Negroes 
before being eligible for fed­ 
eral mortgages. 


The appointm ent of Republi­ 
can McGeorge Bundy, brilliant 
Harvard scholar and dean, as 
Kennedy's special assistant in 
the field of national security 
affairs, also was announced. 


The 
appointm ent ran 
into 
storm clouds from Kennedy’s 
home state, however. Gov. Fos­ 
ter Furcolo of Massachusetts 
criticized the appointm ent and 
said the 41-year-old Harvard 
dean was “lacking in qualifi­ 
cations” for the post.

SLOW IN SOUTH 
School Integration 
Edges Upward In '60 


By Congressional Quarterly 


WASHINGTON — P u b l i c 
school integration in 17 South­ 
ern states and the District of 
Columbia edged upward in 
the fall of 1960, but the gains 
were mostly in border states 
rather than the “deep South.” 
Statistics published t h i s 
month by the non-partisan 
Southern School News showed 
that of 3,097,534 Negro school 
children enrolled in original­ 
ly all-segregated school dis­ 
tricts, 195,625, or 6.3 per cent, 
were attending classes with 
white children when the fall 
term opened in 1960. 
The previous school year 
ended with a total Negro en­ 
rollment of 3,020,727, with 
181,020 or 6 per cent, in inte­ 
grated classes. 


ACCORDING TO the sur­ 
vey, 191,349, or nearly all, of 
the integrated Negro students 
are concentrated in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia and six bor­ 
der states. The District of Co­ 
lumbia has the highest rate of 
integration, with all schools 
desegregated 
and 84.1 per 
cent of the Negro pupils act­ 
ually attending classes with 
white pupils. 
Others are West Virginia, 
with 66.6 per cent of the 
Negro students attending rac­ 
ially mixed classes; Delaware. 
44.7 per cent; Missouri, 41.7 
per cent; Kentucky, 38.9 per 
cent; Oklahoma, 24 per cent; 
and Maryland, 20.9 per cent. 
However, these- states ac­ 
count for only 14 per cent of 
the total Southern Negro en­ 
rollment. 


IN THE REMAINING Sou­ 
thern states, integration re­ 
mains* non-existent or mainly 
token. 
Texas, with 3,500, or 1.2 per 
cent of its Negro students at­ 
tending desegregated classes, 
leads the 
group. Alabama, 
Georgia, Mississippi and South 
Carolina, with 36 per cent of 
the Southern Negro enroll­ 
ment, as yet have integrated 
none of their schools. Arkan­ 
sas, Florida, Louisiana, North 
Carolina, Tennessee and Vir­ 
ginia together have 776 Ne­ 
groes 
attending 
integrated 
classes out of a total Negro 
enrollment of 2,663,520. 
Following are some recent 
developments in states affect­ 


ed by the school desegrega­ 
tion question: 


ARKANSAS — Voters Nov. 
8 turned down by a three-to- 
one vote a state constitutional 
amendment, 
supported 
by 
Gov. Orval E. Faubus (D), 
which would have allowed 
schools to be closed to avoid 
integration. 
DELAWARE — The Third 
Circuit Court of Appeals Aug. 
29 struck down the state's 
“grade - a - year” integration 
plan as not meeting the re­ 
quirement of “all deliberate 
speed” laid down by the Su­ 
preme Court in its historic 
1954 desegregation decision. 
An appeal of the Aug. 29 ac­ 
tion was pending before the 
Supreme Court. 


FLORIDA — The number of 
Negroes 
in 
“desegregated” 
classes dropped from 512 in 
the 1959-60 school year to 27 
this year when the lone white 
student dropped out of the Or­ 
chard Villa School, Miami. 
This left the state with only 
one desegregated school, also 
in Miami. 


GEORGIA—A U.S. District 
Court has ordered Atlanta’s 
schools integrated by May 1, 
1961, 
but state authorities 
were doubtful the necessary 
administrative actions would 
be completed before Septem­ 
ber. 


MISSISSIPPI—Voters Nov. 
8 
ratified 
a 
constitutional 
amendment making it discre­ 
tionary rather than mandatory 
for the state legislature to 
provide free public schools. 


LOUISIANA—In the first 
desegregation of schools in 
the deep South, four Negro 
girls are attending two New 
Orleans elementary schools in 
the face of mob violence, a 
white boycott and efforts by 
the state legislature to block 
the integration program. The 
Negro 
pupils 
entered 
the 
classes Nov. 14 as the first 
step in a “grade-a-year” pro­ 
gram. 


TENNESSEE—The Chatta­ 
nooga Board of Education was 
ordered by a U. S. District 
Court to produce a desegrega­ 
tion plan by Dec. 20. Tennes­ 
see now has 342 of its 19,644 
Negro students attending in­ 
tegrated classes.

California law provides the 
different types of sessions be­ 
cause not too many years ago 
California operated on a two- 
year state budget and the leg­ 
islature had to meet only once 
every two years. 
Now. since 1948. the state 
has operated on a one-vear 
budget, forcing the legislature 
to meet annually to pass it. 
However, in a budget session, 
in even numbered years, no 
other matters but budgetary 
matters can be considered.

cuse either for presumption 
or discouragement. 
The re­ 
sults in others are indirect ef­ 
fects from our lives; echoes of 
our living ring down the val­ 
leys of the lives of others like 
the voices

Marin’s Dist. Atty. Roger 
Patrick Garety. 40, is known 
as a deliberate and thor­ 
oughly prepared prosecutor 
when he walks into court as 
the people’s representative 
against crime. 
In the courthouse, men look 
up to him as the champion of 
justice. 
But outside court, he is per­ 
haps just as well known as a 
man devoted to his family 
and church and genuinely in­ 
terested in the welfare of 
neighbors, friends and the 
San Francisco Forty-Niners. 
Here is a typical American 
citizen, devoted to the import­ 
ant job he holds, who just as 
thoroughly enioys mingling 
with the crowd to “oh” and 
“ah” the fortunes of his fa­ 
vorite team or boo the ref­ 
eree. 


IN SHOUT, here is a D A 
who is completely human, 
who feels he is no better and 
no worse than the man next 
door. He carries the people’s 
case to the jury solemnly and 
with dignity. And on a week­ 
end, he is not too proud to 
slip on a sport shirt, munch 
on a hotdog and yell himself 
hoarse at the stadium. 
For Garety, mingling with 
the crowd is no effort. Born 
south of Market in San Fran- 
cisco, he plaved football with 
the kids, rubbed elbows with 
stevedores and postal work­ 
ers, fought in Europe and the 
Philippines with GI buddies, 
and met his girl while work­ 
ing as soda jerk at C a m p 
Curry in Yosemite. 
He can’t begin to trace his 
ancestry back to the Mayflow­ 
er, and even if he could, he is 
the type who would not try. 
He is not the big official who 
condescends to ingratiate him­ 
self with the masses. As soon 
as Garety steps out of his 
role a% D A., he is there 
among the masses. No hand­ 
shaking and no backslapping 
is needed for that transition 
from prosecutor to the man- 
next-door. 
Sure, he happens to know 
Gov. Edmund G. (Pat) Brown 
personally. 
But this came 
quite by accident. Just out of 
law school, Garety was pound­ 
ing the pavements of San 
Francisco looking for a job 
when a friend introduced him 
to a lawyer, a c o m p l e t e 
stranger, who in turn recom­ 
mended him to G o v e r n o r 
Brown, the then district at­ 
torney. 
Garety lias other friends 
too. One of them sends him a 
Christmas card every year—• 
from behind the walls of Fol­ 
som Prison where Garety sent 
him. He is James Silva, a con­ 
vict from Los Angeles who 
was prosecuted in Marin for 
stabbing z fellow inmate sev­ 
eral years ago. 


hut he still remembers the 
men who fought hard to con­ 
vict him, then fought just as 
hard to save him from the gas 
chamber. 
Most of Garety’s ancestors 
came from Ireland, and one 
from A u s t r a l i a . Both his 
mother and father were na­ 
tive San Franciscans. His fa­ 
ther, Leo J. Garety, passed 
awav a year ago/after work­ 
ing for 30 years in the pur­ 
chasing department and com­ 
missary at Lagunda Honda 
Home in San Francisco. 
Roger Garety attended St. 
Ignatius High where he play­ 
ed football and served as stu­ 
dent body president. His first 
football game, by coincidence, 
was played against a Marin 
team at San Rafael. 
“The coach put me in at 
center,” he recalls. “The first 
ball I centered sailed over the 
head of the receiver.” 
‘ The ccacli then decided to 
put me in where I wouldn't 
have to handle the ball as 
often,” he chuckles. There­ 
after, he played g u a r d for 
three years.

Clara, Garety did some box­ 
ing, but he did even better 
academically. He graduated as 
valedictorian of his class in 
1942. 
It was during his college 
years that he jerked sodas at 
Camp Curry. Working next 
door at the curio shop was a 
1 niversity of California coed, 
Bonnie J. Smith of Oakland. 
In August of 1912 he mar­ 
ried Bonnie. 


GARETY, THEN d e p u t y 
D.A., teamed up with former 
Dist Atty. William O. Weis- 
sich to convict Silva and send 
him to Condemned Row. But 
when the governor commuted 
tfce death sentence of anoth­ 
er man, Garety and Weissich 
went to Sacramento and con­ 
vinced the governor that Silva 
was even more entitled to 
clemency. 
Silva now lives behind walls 
without possibility of parole, 


THEY NOW have three chil­ 
dren: Denise Elizabeth, 12: 
Roger Leo, 10: and Richard 
Patrick, 2r2. They live at 24 
Ridgewood Drive, San Rafael. 
Shortly after h s marriage 
and while waiting for the 
Army to grab him, Garety 
went to work on the docks, 
pushing freight. He joined the 
Army as private in 1942 and 
came out a captain after serv­ 
ing in Europe and the Philip­ 
pines. 
He w'on his law degree from 
University of £an Francisco 
in 1948. Then came his first 
big break when he joined the 
district attorney’s staff under 
Pat Brown in San Francisco, 
followed by private practice. 
The Marin D A. in 1951 was 
Richard M. Sims, now judge 
of Marin Superior Court. Sims 
iiad been one of Garety’s in­ 
structors at USE. Sims asked 
Garety if he wanted a job in 
Marin as a deputy D A. That 
was in January of 1951, and 
the Garetys have adopted Ma­ 
rin as t—fir home ever since. 
I” 10 years, Garety has pil­ 
ed up a long list of accom­ 
plishments, both as lawyer 
and as layman. He is the one 
who prosecuted and convicted 
four auto salesmen in 1957 
for fraud and misrepresenta­ 
tion in the county’s longest 
trial ever. Never before, and 
never since, has a Marin 
C ounty jury been locked up 
overnight. That jury was lock­ 
ed for two nights during de­ 
liberations. 
In 1956, Garety was elected 
president of the California 
Junior Bar Assn., and this 
year the Marin County Bar 
Assn. named him president 
for 1961.

crat, was prominently men­ 
tioned as a candidate for 
municipal court judge. But 
he withdrew his name from 
contention in favor of suc­ 
ceeding Weissich as district 
attorney. This he did last 
Aug. 1. 


W HY DID HE give up what 
appeared to be a good chance 
for judgeship? “Having serv­ 
ed in the district attorney’s 
office for such a long time it 
was r. challenge to find out if 
I could take over the top job,” 
Garety explains. 


At the moment, Garety has 
no political ambitions. “My 
present aim is to do a good 
job as district attorney, and 
what the future would hold 
otherwise, I wouldn’t attempt 
to predict.” 


Outside the courthouse, his 
other interests are wide and 
varied, and the list too long 
to mention in detail. 
In church circles, he is 
known as a layman leader in 
such activities as the St. Ra­ 
phael’s Fund Drive, Catholic 
Y'outh Organization, and the 
Serra Club. 


He was Easter Seal Cam­ 
paign chairman for 1960. has 
been active in the American 
Rod Cross and United Cru­ 
sade, and is on the board of 
directors of the Hanna Cen­ 
ter for Boys. 


He belongs to the Marin 
County Peace Officers Assn., 
Kiwanis Club, and is one of 
the enthusiastic group which 
turns out en masse as the 
loudest, if not the best organ­ 


ized. cheering group for the 
Firty-Niners. 
Caretv goes in for water 
skiing, but his wife is the 
snow ski enthusiast of the 
family.

wrath of an earnest man who 
is out to do justice to both him 
and to society. 


Both he and society respond 
to the warmth of the man. In 
courthourse corridors, streets, 
and from behind the walls of 
Folsom, they wish “Roger” 
and his family a happy new 
year.

'Can Christmas Bubble Light Stains Be Removed?" 


You are in for disappoint­ 
ment if you have fluid from 
a buhble-liglit on a fabric, 
especially if th a t fabric con­ 
tains acetate. Occasionally 
these ornaments will break 
and 
stain 
upholstery, 
a 


dress, a rug or other fabric. 
They c o n t a i n methylene 
chloride which is colored 
with an oil-soluble type of 
dye. It is a very volatile sol­ 
vent for 
acetate. 
Conse­ 


quently, when this liquid 
contacts any fabric contain­ 
ing acetate, it damages the 
fabric and removes the dye- 
stuff. No matter how much 
of a miracle-man your dry- 


cleaner may he, t h e r e is 
nothing he can do about 
such damage. 
Your best action is pre­ 
vention. Be careful that 
t h e s e gay lights are not 
broken. If they do break, 
make every effort to contain 
the fluid in a receptacle or 
cloth which you will throw 
away.

Another stain impossible 


to remove from acetate fab­ 
rics is liquid lipstick. This 
type of lipstick appears like 
finger-nail polish stains and 
is most difficult to remove 
from any fabric and impose* 
ible from acetates. 


Look out for children’s 
plastic ballons, too. When a 
g a i l y - colored balloon of 
plastic hursts, and they do, 
a g u m m y mass results. Your 
cleaner must use oleie acid 
and benzol to remove this 
stain. Ordinary s o l v e n t s 
won't do. Christmas is a gay 
and exciting season, hut it 
can result in heartbreak 
when the festivities soil a 
prized garment. Take the 
soiled fabric to your profes­ 
sional drycleaner at once. 
Tell him what happened, 
He’ll do his best to save It 
for you.

The Lhasa Apso Has Won The Esteem O f 


Dog Breeders O f The Western World 


dogs found in this country— 
the Lhasa Apsos from Tibet. 


TO F IL L IN the details of 
that chain of interests: 
A few years back Mrs. Sol­ 
monson had no interest what­ 
soever in dogs. 
“ I was fond of cats and 
birds,” she recalls. “ But I had 
n e v e r been interested in 
dogs.” 
Then she read the Lowell 
Thomas book, “ Out of This 
W orld.” 
She says of Thomas: “ He 
has always represented my 
concept of true manhood with 
his many activities of really 
useful service to his country 
and to mankind.” 
H i s 
appraisal 
of 
Tibet, 
where he had been received 
by the little country’s religi­ 
ous leader, the Dalai Lama, 
as a representative of the 
Western 
world, 
fascinated 
Mrs. Solmonson. 
And among the passages 
which particularly interested 
her was Thomas’ account of 
how the Dalai Lama had given 
him. as a farewell gift, a pair 
of the charming little Lhasa 
Apso dogs which he brought 
back with him to this country. 
Five years ago she saw 
those dogs in a television pro­ 
gram based on Thomas’ trav­ 
els. And she fell in love with 
them. * 
It was then that she deter­ 
mined that she, too, would 
own some of the rare dogs. 
But finding them was another 
matter. 
Then in the magazine, “ Dog 


W orld.” 
she 
finally 
came 
upon the information as «to 
where she could obtain pure 
Lhasa Apsos. ¡She learned that 
there were but three such ken. 
nels in the 
entire United 
States, one of them in Cali­ 
fornia. And from Mrs. Al- 
bertram McFadden of Palo 
Alto she got her first pair 
of Lhasas, three generations 
out of Tibet. 


SA YS MRS. SOLMONSON 
of the dogs, borrowing from 
the title of the Lowell Thom­ 
as book w'hich first turned her 
interest in their direction: 
“ As 
friends, 
companions 
and ambassadors of love and 
dignity, they are truly ‘Out 
of This W orld’.” 
The Lhasas Apsos are one 
of four breeds of dogs native 
to Tibet. There are also the 
Tibetan Terrier, a dog of true 
terrier type raised more or 
less all over the country; the 
Tibetan Spaniel, a toy dog; 
and the fierce and powerful 
Tibetan Mastiff. 
Common characteristics of 
all these dogs are a heavy 
coat of hair, to provide protec. 
tion against the rigors of the 
climate, and the carrying of 
the tail up over the back. 
The huge mastiff is often 
chained by its owner to a post 
outside the front door as a 
guard to prevent intruders 
from entering. And he per­ 
forms that job well. 
Inside the Lhasa Apsos per­ 
forms much the same sentry 
duty. Intelligent, with acute 
hearing and finely developed 


instincts to pick between in­ 
timates and strangers, the dog 
shows the result of long years 
of training in this work. 
In Tibet itself these dogs 
are often called the Abso 
Keng K>£ or “ bark sentinel 
lion dog.” 
The breed can be traced 
back as far as eight centuries 
in Tibet. The name Apsos 
comes from a certain valley 
in that mountainous country. 
And this has led to the belief 
among many that the dogs

hail from that area. But aetu 
ally, they are natives of Tibet*« 
fabled capital city of Lhasa 
where they were found almost 
exclusively in the monasteries 
and in homes of the might} 
-—so much so that early trav­ 
elers to Tibet seldom saw 
them. The name Apsos is the 
result of the resemblance oi 
its long hair to that of the 
coat of a goat which was tc 
be found in the Apsos Valley. 
There have been sugges­ 
tions that the dogs have a 
place in the religion of Tibet. 
The experts say, however, that 
evidence to support this belief 
appears to be lacking. 
There, is however, ample 
evidence of the high esteem 
the Tibetans have long held 
for the dogs. 


T H E LH A SA APSO was 
known in England for many 
years before it was introduced 
into this country. An English 
explorer in 1904 sent home 
to England from Tibet a Lhasa 
Apso to a Mrs. Frank Wormal. 
She showred her dog at the 
Crystal Palace in 1909 and it 
won first prize in the foreign 
dog class. 
Shortly thereafter the Ken­ 
nel Club of England honored 
the Lhasa Apso w ith challenge 
certificates. 
Lhasa Apsos first came to 
the United States in 1931 
when Charles Sydam Cutting, 
who had visited Tibet, brought 
back with him what was Sie 
original stock for the breed 
in this country. He continued

a friendship with the Dalai 
Lama by correspondence, and 
by additional trips to Tibet, 
and as a result additional 
breeding stock was sent to 
him from time to time at his 
Hamilton Farm in New Je r­ 
sey. 
The Lhasa Apso is a con­ 
troversial dog in this country. 
Purists, including Mrs. Sol­ 
monson, insist that the true 
purebred Lhasa Apso in this 
country must trace its lineage 
back to Hamilton Farm stock 
as can her dogs. And they are 
concerned with the practice 
in this country of lumping to­ 
gether with the Lhasa Apso 
another dog, the Shih Tzu 
from China, as a single breed. 
These experts agree that 
very likely the two breeds did 
have 
a 
common 
ancestor 
once. But they insist that they 
are now two distinct and sep­ 
arate breeds, and decry the 
failure 
cf 
American 
dog 
shows to make the distinction 
that is made in England. 
Mrs. Solmonson says the 
“ mixup” all came about this 
way: 


W HEREAS IN England the 
Lhasa Apsos and the Shih 
Tzus were both recognized 
and registered as separate 
breeds, in this country only 
the Lhasa Apsos were recog­ 
nized. And then the first Shih 
Tzus were brought to this 
country. The owners of these 
dogs faced a problem in regis­ 
tering their animals with the 
American Kennel Club, since 
the organization did not at 
the time recognize the Shih 
Tzu breed. The owners solved 
their problem, according to 
Mrs. Solmonson. by represent­ 
ing their dogs as Lhasa Apsos 
and registering them as such 
with the AKC. 
“ The error made at that 
time has never been correct­ 
ed,” she adds. 
The result is that the same 
dog is sometimes registered 
in 
this 
country as a Lhasa 
Apso and in England as a 
Shih Tzu. 
The situation was further 
complicated when the Shih 
Tzus brought to this country 
were bred with other Shih 
Tzus and with Lhasas, and the 
get registered as Lhasas and 
sold on that basis. 
A cancellation of registra­ 
tions to clear up the matter, 
AKC officials have maintain­ 
ed. would be unfair to the 
people 
who have acquired 
these registered dogs in good 
faith. 
The Lhasa Apso and the 
Shih Tzu have similar long 
coats. But the Lhasa Apso is 
narrower of skull and longer 
of nose than the flatter-faced 
Shih Tzu. and on the whole 
has a more terrier-like ap­ 
pearance. 
The Lhasa Apso enthusiasts 
are still battling for separate 
designation and judging of the 
two dogs. 
The Chinese, incidentally, 
call the Shih Tzu the “Tibetan 
Lion Dog” and often clipped 
them to look like a lion. They 
were bred in the Imperial 
Palace at Peking along with 
the Pekingese or true Chinese 
Lion Dog. 
Lhasa Apso bitches also dif­ 
fer from the Shih Tzu in that 
they 
have 
smaller 
litters, 
these experts say. Mrs. Sol- 
monson’s Gozcl—Tibetan for 


“ Loveliest”—has had two lit­ 
ters, the first a single puppy, 
the second three lively young­ 
sters. Two of the new pups 
were sold to proud new out- 
of-county owners. 


CHRISTMAS DAY the third 
puppy left the 
Solmonson 
home, purchased by Mr. and 
Mrs. W. H. Barry Jr. of Kent 
Woodlands as a pet for their 
three children, leaving Mrs. 
Solmonson with only Gozel 
and her male dog, Yak-Son, 
for the present. 
Mrs. Solmonson 
estimates 
that there are “ less than 10” 
of the “ true Lhasa Apsos” in 
all of Marin County. 
They remain one of the 
most difficult dogs to obtain. 
But Mrs. Solmonson is con­ 
vinced that they are well 
worth the effort. 
“ They have made of me not 
only an admirer of the breed, 
but also a lover of and work­ 
er for all animals,” she says. 
She is active in the work of 
the Marin County Humane So­ 
ciety, and it is at her Grand 
Avenue home that the society 
wdll hold its 1961 spring fund­ 
raising event — a silent auc­ 
tion. 
Mrs. Solmonson says the 
dogs are “ very clean” and 
quick to show appreciation 
when petted. 
“ To get the most from these 
dogs one must make a lot of 
them, and they will respond 
well,” she says. “ To anyone 
they trust, they are most 
obedient. And their beautiful 
dark eyes look so appealing 
as they wait for some show of 
thanks for their efforts.” 
The crude manner by w hich 
the dogs are bred by the 
Tibetans is probably respon­ 
sible for the fact that colors 
are not fixed. Thus, if a black 
and white dog is bred with 
a honey colored bitch, the re­ 
sult may be a brown or a 
brown and white pup. 
The two o r i g i n a l dogs 
brought to this country by 
Cutting were a 
black and 
white male, Taikoo. and a fe­ 
male “the color of raw silk,” 
Dinkie. Both were beautiful 
specimens of the breed. And 
from them have come off­ 
spring in these colors: black 
and white, grizzle and white, 
honey colored, golden, and 
brown and white. 
Experts say that under the 
influence of more scientific 
western breeding, the colors 
will become more certain. 
THE DOGS, however, have 
not lost their special abilities 
as watch dogs, nor their hardy 
natures. 
Owners. 
Mrs. 
Solmonson 
says, are wise if they continue 
to develop these points of 
special merit in their pets. 
Mrs. Solmonson's husband, 
Julian K., an executive who 
recently sold his business in 
San Francisco, is an admirer 
of the Lhasa Apso. But the 
dogs are the property and the 
responsibility of his wife. And. 
she says, it is a most pleasant 
responsibility. 
“ They have such personali­ 
ties that they seem almost 
like people,” she explains. 
“ They have every attribute 
you would want and expect 
in a good friend.” 
The Lhasa Apso may not be 
sacred in their native Tibet. 
But at 1616 Grand Avenue, 
San Rafael, they are regarded 
as something pretty speciaL

Story Of A Fighting Liberal 


During Period Of Conformity 


O SW ALD 
G A R R ISO N 
VIL­ 
LARD, LIBERAL OF THE 1920S 
by Joy Hume, Syracuse Uni­ 
versity Press, 276 p a g e s ,

Oswald 
Garrison 
Villard 
was one of our true giants of 
journalism, a man dedicated 
to principles and to public 
service. 
A descendant of the famed 
abolitionist e d i t o r William 
Lloyd Garrison, he was equal­ 
ly articulate and just'as un­ 
compromising in his espousal 
of latter day causes of liber­ 
alism. Indeed it was a mere 
handful of men and women of 
Villard’s courageous ilk that 
was responsible for keeping 
dissent alive in this country 
in the 1920s, a period when 
non-conformity 
was 
under 
even stronger assault than it 
is today. 
Villard is best identified in 
the public mind as the editor 
for a number of years of that 
lively and outspoken liberal 
journal, The Nation. 
He was also at one time the 
publisher of the New York 
Evening Post. And both in his 
publications and in his pri­ 


vate life he threw himself 
wholeheartedly into causes in 
which he believed. 
He 
hated 
war and 
w-as 
s t r o n g l y 
anti-militaristic* 
He fought what he regarded 
to be social injustices whether 
they be the oppression of ra­ 
cial and religious minorities, 
or abuses of labor by its 
bosses. He was a vigorous ex­ 
ponent of liberty and inde­ 
pendence 
for 
all 
peoples 
around the world. 
Not even his fellow* liberals 
saw' eye to eye with Villard on 
all issues. Many, for instance, 
deplored his opposition to the 
League of Nations. But these 
liberals, and most conserva­ 
tives as well, admired his 
courage 
and respected 
his 
foresight. 
And. 
though 
a 
member of a hard-pressed po­ 
litical minority, he was never­ 
theless an influential figure of 
his time. 
D. Joy Hume, an assistant 
professor of history and gov­ 
ernment at Wells College, tells 
her story well. And the result 
is a most interesting, most en­ 
lightening book. 
It is part of Syracuse Uni­ 


versity’s 
“Men 
and 
Move­ 
ments” series which also in­ 
cludes books on Henry A. Wal­ 
lace. Gifford Pinchot and Nor­ 
man Thomas. All led minor­ 
ity movements which were re­ 
jected in their day. But they 
also must be credited with 
causing major changes in the 
American political and social 
course. As such, they are de­ 
serving of the scholarly yet 
sympathetic treatment 
they 
are being accorded by the 
authors of these books. 


A 
current 
exhibition 
of 
primitive oils at the M. H. De 
Young Museum in San Fran­ 
cisco represents but one fac^l 
of versatile Peggy Tolk-Wat- 
kins of Sausalito. 
Until quite recently her 
painting was only one of sev­ 
eral hobbies that were sand­ 
wiched in between busy ca­ 
reers as a social worker, a 
teacher, a writer of children’s 
books, a business woman, and 
a housewife. 
But in recent years she has 
become more and more iden­ 
tified in California as a paint­ 
er. 
And 
the 
current 
show, 
which will continue at De 
Young through Jan. 29, her 
first public exhibition, is in­ 
dicative of her steady gain in 
prestige in art circles. 


HER PROGRESS has been 
all the more remarkable in 
that she is that rarity—a com­ 
pletely self-taught artist. 
She was born and brought 
up in New York City where 
she studied photography with 
Arnold Eagle under a Nation­ 
al Youth Administration proj­ 
ect. winning a third prize for a 
health poster that was subse­ 
quently used by the City of 
New York.

mond under the supervision 
of Hazel Salmi, former direc­ 
tor of the Richmond Art Cen- 
ted.

Two Les McCann Albums 
In The Soul Music Trend

LES McC ANN PLAYS THE 
TRUTH—Pacific Jazz Stereo-2 
—The biggest trend in jazz 
today is toward a feeling call­ 
ed “soul.” If you’ve got Soul, 
man you’re in. One record 
company advertises. “We got 
more Soul Music than any­ 
body else.” 
Basically. Soul is a renew­ 
ed interest in the blues and 
gospel-music roots of jazz. The 
groups achieving the most 
pronounced 
gospel 
feeling 
might 
be 
dubbed 
“Saved 
Souls.” 
But enough preliminaries. 
Les McCann seems to be fol­ 
lowing in the footsteps of 
Bobby T i m m o n s , another 
young Soul pianist, who, al­ 
though good in small doses, 
hasn’t enough just yet to 
adequately fill an entire al­ 
bum. The McCann blues and 
stomp keyboard soon get a 
little boring, although it must 
be said it really swings. One 
suspects all the swinging is 
not solely McCann’s work, but 
the creation of that fine bas­ 
sist, Leroy Vinnegar. Ron Jef­ 
ferson on drums 
completes 
the group. 
The “inspirational music” 
tenor oi the album is reflected 
in “A Little 3 1 for God and 
Co.” and “Fish This Week 
But Next Week Chitlings.” 
On IT'S ABOUT TIME—Pa­ 
cific Jazz Stereo 6—Les. Le­ 


roy and Ron are joined by the 
thoroughly experienced tenor 
man Teddy Edwards. Perhaps 
if I’d heard this disc a month 
after the first, I wouldn’t feel 
bored by the whole thing But 
frankly, 
“Blues 
Conjunc­ 
tions” was the only track I 
liked, and that proved nothing 
new. Teddy Edwards hasn’t 
been recorded in solo much, 
but this isn’t the best way to 
start. 
Stereo engineering on both 
albums is excellent, with the 
performers remaining in the 
same places t h r o u g h all 
tracks, not switching positions 
with different numbers, as in 
some earlier stereo jazz.

The Ella Fitzgerald disc is 
the LP from which the “Mack 
the Knife” single was taken.

Caulking 
compounds 
are 
used to prevent rain and wind 
from 
entering 
your 
home 
through gaps that occur chief­ 
ly where two dissimilar ma­ 
terials meet. 
Typical places were water 
seepage may be prevented by 
caulking are around doors 
and windows, roof joints be­ 
tween masonry blocks wheth­ 
er the building be frame, 
brick, 
or 
masonry. 
Other 
points where caulking should 
be used are floor-wall junc­ 
tions and wood column-floor 
junctions. 
A properly caulked home 
in winter will conserve heat 
by keeping out cold air thus 
helping to hold the 1 eating 
bill down. Some points to 
check in insulating a home 
properly are gaps between 
rough attic floors and chim­ 
neys: around electric conduits 
passing through 
floor and 
walls; 
and 
around 
outlet 
boxes. 
Caulking compound is a 
uniform blend of pigments, 
oils and thinners which result 
in a semisolid that remains 
plastic to the touch. They 
should not be thinned. 


PROPER SURFACE prep­ 
aration and application are es­ 
sential to a good caulking job. 
Surfaces should be clean, dry. 
free of dust, moisture, grease 
and with sufficient space pro­ 
vided so that adequate caulk­ 
ing can be installed. 
Caulking should not be ap­ 
plied when the temeprature 
is below 40 degrees. Joints 
deeper than five-eighths inch 
should be filled with oakum 
prior 
to 
caulking. 
While 
caulking does not need to be 
painted, paint industry re­ 
search proves that its useful 
life can be extended by a nor­ 
mal 
painting 
maintenance 
program similar to that given 
the exteriors of an average 
building.

ridges or plastic bags which 
fit a caulking gun. 
¡n estimating the quantity 
of compound needed for a 
job, a rough approximation 
would be 10 to 15 linear feet 
per cartridge ione-tenth gal­ 
lon). The. most common col­ 
ors are white, natural, off 
white and grey. 
In applying gun caulk, hold 
the gun at about a 45 degree 
angle to the surface. Also, 
hold the gun in the same 
plane as the crevice you are 
filling—not at right angles. 
All joints or beads of caulk­ 
ing should be at least three- 
eighths inch deep. A generous 
bead of caulking will last 
longer than a small bead. 


TWO TYPES OF guns are 
available. In one type the cyl­ 
inder is loaded with the bulk 
compound from its container. 
The second type which has 
more appeal to the occasional 
user, accepts a cartridge pack­ 
ed by the manufacturer. You 
just drop the cartridge in the 
gun and squeeze the trigger. 
Soiling and cleaning up are 
avoided. 
Rope 
caulking, which is 
available in several dimen­ 
sions, is best used for tem­ 
porary or permanent protec­ 
tion against drafts, moisture 
and dust around windows, 
screens, louvres and miscel­ 
laneous points in the home; 
also around hatches, wind­ 
shields, cabins and masts on 
a boat. 
Rope caulking is ideal as 
a temporary seal because it 
can be easily removed. No 
tools are needed for its appli­ 
cation. You take the caulk­ 
ing rope and press it firmly 
into the crack with the fin­ 
gers. 
The knife grade is applied 
by a putty knife or spatula. 
It is particularly adaptable to 
medium-sized cracks or crev­ 
ices.

These Helpful Hints Simplify 
Task Of Hanging Wallpaper 


Hanging wallpaper is not 
difficult, and here are a few 
tips to make it even easier. 
1. 
Be sure to apply a coat 
of primer-sealer to plaster­ 
board walls before papering. 
Or you can use cut shellac to 
which you add an equal part 
of alcohol. This coating makes 
it possible to remove the pa­ 
per in the future without 
damaging the plasterboard. 
After the primer-sealer or 
shellac a coat of glue size 
should be applied. 
2. 
In papering over wall 
cloth, wash with a solution of 


either strong soap or am­ 
monia and water in order to 
cut the gloss finish. Then ap­ 
ply glue size and allow to dry 
for an hour or two before 
hanging. 


3. 
In papering over exist­ 
ing wallpaper, be sure that 
the old wallpaper is tight to 
the wall. If it is loose in spots, 
remove the old paper. It is 
also best to remove old wall­ 
paper where the seams have 
been lapped since the old 
seams will show under the 
new wallpaper.

HARDBOARD underlayment panels should 
be "conditioned" before application. If at­ 
mospheric conditions are close to normal, 
stand 
panels separately and on edge 
around the room for at least 24 hours be­

If room is abnorm ally damp due 
to wet plaster, wet concrete, or some other 
temporary condition, wait for room to dry 
out before applying the panels. 


JOINTS BETWEEN panels should be staggered as shown 
above. Also, joints should not fall directly over joint in 
old floor. Leave one-eighth inch space between panels, 
with protruding nails serving as spacers during nailing, 
as shown in the photo above. 


INSTALLATION of the underlayment starts 
at one corner of the room. Nail from the 
center of panel out to edges with nails not 
more than six inches apart.

Tq Planting 


Ask six rosarians how to 
prune a rose and you might 
get half a dozen different an­ 
swers. But ask them how to 
plant one and you’ll find lit­ 
tle disagreement. 
Rose planting is an all-im­ 
portant step: but there is 
nothing mysterious about it, 
nothing at all. 
The first and foremost thing 
to remember is that roses like 
a sunny spot and a good work­ 
able soil, rich in nutrients 
an4 properly drained. Where 
these are present when the 
rose is planted, it will thrive 
during its life. And where 
they are lacking, no amount 
of future care will ever make 
up for it. 


IT BEHOOVES the garden 
er, therefore, to supply these 
ingredients in his proposed 
rose garden. The soil should 
be worked deeply — mixed 
with humus, steer manure 
and/or one of the planting 
mixes you find in a nursery­ 
man’s showroom. Deep culti­ 
vation can't be over empha­ 
sized, and even a good garden 
soil should be turned deeply 
before planting a rose in it. 
Addition of bonemeal will 
supply nutrients. 
This done, you are ready to 
select bareroot stock from the 
local nursery. Here your ef­ 
fort should be directed to­ 
ward moving a rose from 
nursepr to permanent plant­ 
ing site without delay. The 
less time it is exposed to the 
air, the happier it will be. 


INSPECT EACH rose shrub 
as you plant it. If one of the 
roots is broken use a sharp 
pair of shears and snip it off 
above the break Next, assum­ 
ing you have already dug 
your planting hole, mound a 
pyramid of loam in the bot­ 
tom and set the rose on top 
of it. The pyramid should be 
tall enough to hold the rose’s 
bud union (that swelling from 
which the canes grow) at least 
an inch above the final soil 
level. 
Holding the bush steady,, 
fill in around the roots with 
soil, water and add more soil, 
then firm it with your heel. 
A basin to hold water should 
be fashioned and filled to set­ 
tle everything and after that 
you sit back, await results. 
You’ll get them. 
But remember — roses are 
heavy feeders and should be 
fed with a good rose fertilizer 
after growth begins in spring 
and 
regularly 
during 
the 
growing season.

Camellias Thrive 


Cramped In Tub 


Camellias, like few flowT- 
ering shrubs, will live happily 
for years with their roots 
cramped into a tub. They 
seem, if anything, happier for 
this discomfiture than not. 
Therefore, it is wuse for the 
gardener to choose a durable 
container when planting a 
camellia this way, figuring 
that he won’t have to move it 
up to a size larger for a long 
time. There are reports of 
100-year-old camellias still 
thriving in two-foot square 
planter boxes. 


Prune Geraniums 


Geraniums grow like weeds 
in California, but that doesn't 
mean the gardener should 
treat them as such. Leave 
them unpruned year after 
year and they will soon look 
like weeds. Prune them back 
drastically to two or three 
buds above the ground level. 
They will put forth lush new 
growth and look better than 
ever by summer. 


makes a thorny and im­ 
passable boundary. 
Roses that are not planted 
the day they are purchased 
should have their r o o t s 
covered with moist soil. 
Beware of collecting your 
own leaf mold. You may be 
collecting a s a c k f u l of 
trouble from oak root fun­ 
gus at the same time. 
If you 
haven’t 
already, 
prune roses in January. At 
the same time strip off any 
remaining leaves that have 
not fallen of their own ac­ 
cord. Clean up 
f a l l e n 
leaves around roses.

To Vow To Do Better In 1961 
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If for no other reason, we 
should welcome the end of a 
calendar year as a point in 
time from which to start 
anew.

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An Event Which Cries For Color: 
The Tournament Of Roses Parade 


EASTMAN KODAK reports 
that more color film is pro­ 
cessed on the Pasadena Tour­ 
nament of Roses Parade than 
on any other single event. 
This is hardly surprising, 
since the parade is the kind of 
spectacle which is tailor-made 
for color—including the tele­ 
vision coverage. 
NBC-TV will oblige for the 
seventh straight year with a 
colorcast of Monday’s parade 
beginning at 8:45 a. m. on 
KRON-TV (Channel 4). If your 
set forces you to settle for 
black and white, you may pre­ 
fer the ABC-TV c o v e r a g e 
which will also get under way 
at 8:45 over KGO-TV (Chan­ 
nel 7). 
Both networks will carry 
parade previews beginning 15 
minutes earlier. 
Handling the commentary 
for the ABC will be the team 
of Bob Cummings and Bess 
Myerson. Betty White and Roy 
Neal will do the honors for 
NBC. 
Regardless of whether you 
are able to take advantage of 
the NBC color coverage, it 
s h o u l d be a spectacle well 
worth the viewing. Sixty flow­ 
ered floats, 20 smart march­ 
ing bands, 200 thoroughbred 
horses, more than 1,200 color­ 
fully clad participants includ­ 
ing a host of Hollywood celeb­ 
rities, and, of course, the beau, 
tiful queen and her court will 
be included in the passing 
pageantry. 
And climbing out of bed to 
watch the parade should be 
less of an ordeal this year. 
You’ll have all of Sunday to 
recuperate from seeing the 
New Year in. 


JUST AS closely associated 
with the New Year’s holiday 
as the big parade are the bowl 
football games. This year all 
four of the big ones will be 
played on Monday. 
CBS-TV will lead off with 
the Orange Bowl game from 
Miami (Missouri vs. Navy) be­ 
ginning at 9:45 a. m. on KPIX- 
TV (Channel 5), and follow 
that with the Cotton Bowl tilt 
from Dallas which pits Ark­ 
ansas against Duke. 
NBC will cover '.he Sugar 
Bowl game from New Orleans 
(Mississippi vs. Rice) starting 
at 10:45 a. m. on KRON. And 
then at 1:45 p. m. the same 
network and the same station 
will bring you the biggest of 
them all — the Rose Bowl 
classic from Pasadena, Wash­ 
ington vs. Minnesota. 
The weekend is going to be 
a tremendous one for sports 
filberts. Already today televi­ 
sion has brought them three 
big football contests—the San 
Francisco East-West S h r i n e 
Game, the Blue-Gray Game, 
and the Gator Bowl game.

And for a real change of 
pace, KPIX will feature boat 
racing i n c l u d i n g the Sid 
Street Memorial for 266-cubie- 
i n c h hydroplanes and the 
Grand Prix open for all lim­ 


ited racing hydroplanes when 
it brings you CB£’s coverage 
of the Orange Bowl Regatta 
from Miami's Biscayne Bay to­ 
morrow at 10 a. itl 
Nor is the end in s i g h t . 
There is yet another heavy 
schedule of sports coming up 
next weekend including two 
Saturday football games — a 
pro clash between the two Na­ 
tional Football League divi­ 
sional runners-up. Cleveland 
and Detroit, on KPIX. and the 
Senior Bowl game from Mo­ 
bile on KRON; and. on KGO, 
the first of a series of Satur­ 
day afternoon college basket­ 
ball games, this one between 
Kentucky and Georgia Tech.
